The closest prior art to the present invention is Watanabe et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,963,502). Watanabe et al. disclosed a memory device having an output clock 
generation circuit coupled to a PLL circuit and a read circuit. Watanebe et al. failed to 
show or suggest the combination of an output clock pulse forming circuit coupled to a 
clock generator which produces output clock pulses for corresponding output clock 
cycles in response to the leading and following edges of the output clock cycles and a 
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relative phase of transitions of the output signal and the leading edges of the output 
clock cycles.
